DIVIDE & CONCUR 

OBAMA, ROMNEYTACKLE FOREIGN POLICY-AND EVEN AGREE

BOCA RATON, Fla. President Obama and Re- 
publican challenger Mitt Romney clashed 
over U.S. military strength and how to deal 
with crises in the Middle East in a third and 
final debate Monday as polls showed them 
in deadlock two weeks before the Nov. 6 
election. 

"With one last chance for both men to ap- 
peal to millions of voters watching on TV, 
Obama was the aggressor from the start. 
He criticized the Republican on his propos- 
als on the Middle East, mocking his calls for 
more ships in the U.S. military and saying 
Romney wants to bring the United States 
back to a long-abandoned Cold War stance. 

Obama had a biting response when Rom- 
ney said he would increase the number of 
ships built by the Navy because the U.S. 
typically should have 300 and only had 285. 


“Governor, we also have fewer horses and 
bayonets,” Obama said. 

Obama also said the Republican presi- 
dential candidate, by once declaring Russia 
a “geopolitical foe” of the US., was seeking 
to turn back the clock. 

“The Cold War has been over for 20 
years,” Obama said, turning to Romney as 
they sat at a table before moderator Bob 
Schieffer. “When it comes to your foreign 
policy you seem to want to import the for- 
eign policies of the 1980s.” 

Romney, wanting to make no mistakes 
that could blunt his recent surge in the polls, 
said Obama’s policies toward the Middle 
East and North Africa were not stopping a 
resurgence of the threat from al-Qaida in 
the region. 

‘Attacking me is not an agenda,” Romney 
said. ‘Attacking me is not how we deal with 


the challenges of the Middle East.” 

The two candidates agreed that the US, 
should defend Israel if Iran attacked ihc key 
U.S. ally in the Middle East, but RotlKlty 
said he would tighten sanctions tha[ (il 
are affecting the Iranian economy 
The Republican, whose central rhymy 
throughout the campaign has been n [iirari- 
ise to rebuild the weak U.S. ecorncny, lu- 
peatedly turned the discussion back tu llu- 
nomic matters, saying U.S. national sLiiuritj- 
depended on a strong economy 
But Obama fired back that Riiciiiicy's 
economic plan was based on tax ciill- thill 
had not had their desired effect in rhi- pfiH, 
Romney would not be able to balmce flit 
budget and increase military spending with 
such a plan, he said. 

“The math simply does not &rli 3 upj"

New Sewickley Township, Penn. 

A little girl wearing a black- 
and-white Halloween costume was 
mistaken for a skunk and shot by a 
relative at a party, police in Pennsyl- 
vania said. 

The 9 year old was hit in the shoul- 
der but was alert and talking as she 
was taken to a hospital in Pittsburgh 
after the incident Saturday night in 
New Sewickley Township, according 
to the Beaver County Times. New 
Sewickley is in western Pennsylvania 
near the Ohio border. 

According to media reports, the 
girl, wearing a black hat with a white 
tassel, was hiding over the edge of 
a hill outside the house where the 
party was taking place when she was 
spotted by a relative about 8:30 p.m. 
Thinking the distant figure was a 
skunk, he fired a shotgun. 

Police did not name the girl or 
identify the shooter or his relation- 
ship to her. Authorities told the Bea- 
ver County Times that it was not 
clear if charges would be filed against 
the shooter, who apparently had not 


been drinking alcohol. 

News of the incident sparked a flur- 
ry of comments on the newspaper’s 
website touching on both gun rights 
and animal rights. “Really, just leave 
the animals alone. The thing is outside 
at night, where do you expect them to 
be? Was he worried that a skunk was 
going to break into his car? Peep into 
his windows?” one reader posted. 

Several questioned the wisdom of 
pulling out a loaded gun at a gath- 
ering with children, while others 


questioned the wisdom of allowing a 
young girl to be out alone after dark. 
“Who was chaperoning this party? 
And who in their right mind shoots 
a skunk in the vicinity of their home? 
Everything about this story just 
stinks,” someone wrote. 

Most just expressed shock that 
anyone could mistake a 9 -year-old 
child for a skunk. “Just a bit confused 
here. Are 9-year-olds that small or are 
there really really big skunks in that 
area,” wrote another reader.

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To the Electors of the State of Illinois: 

The purpose of a state constitution is to establish a structure for government and laws. The Illinois Constitution provides citizens with rights and protections; creates the executive, judicial, and legislative branches of 
government; clarifies the powers given to local governments; limits the taxing power of the State; and imposes certain restrictions on the use of taxpayer dollars. There are three ways to initiate change to the Illinois 
Constitution: (1) a constitutional convention may propose changes to any part; (2) the General Assembly may propose changes to any part; or (3) the people of the State by referendum may propose changes to the Legislative 
Article. Regardless of the method of initiating change, the people of Illinois must approve any changes of the Constitution before they become effective. 

The proposed amendment adds Section 5. 1 to the General Provisions Article of the Illinois Constitution. The new section would require a three-fifths majority vote to approve any pension or retirement benefit increase for 
public employees and officials. At the general election to be held on November 6, 2012, you will be called upon to decide whether the proposed amendment should become part of the Illinois Constitution. 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO ARTICLE XIII OF THE ILLINOIS CONSTITUTION 

Section 5.1 — Pension and Retirement Benefit Increases 

(a) No bill, except a bill for appropriations, that provides a benefit increase under any pension or retirement system of the State, any unit of local government or school district, or any agency or instrumentality thereof, shall 
become law without the concurrence of three-fifths of the members elected to each house of the General Assembly. If the Governor vetoes such a bill by returning it with objections to the house in which it originated, the 
provisions of Article IV, Section 9 shall govern the passage of that bill except that such bill shall not become law unless, upon its return, it is passed by a record vote of two-thirds of the members elected to each house 
of the General Assembly. If the Governor returns such a bill with specific recommendations for change to the house in which it originated, the provisions of Article IV, Section 9 shall govern the acceptance of those 
specific recommendations except that such recommendations may be accepted only by a record vote of two-thirds of the members elected to each house of the General Assembly, regardless of the bill’s date of passage 
or effective date. 


For purposes of this subsection, the term “benefit increase” means a change to any pension or other law that results in a member of a pension or retirement system receiving a new benefit or an enhancement to a benefit, 
including, but not limited to, any changes that (i) increase the amount of the pension or annuity that a member could receive upon retirement, or (ii) reduce or eliminate the eligibility requirements or other terms or 
conditions a member must meet to receive a pension or annuity upon retirement. The term “benefit increase” also means a change to any pension or other law that expands the class of persons who may become a 
member of any pension or retirement system or who may receive a pension or annuity from a pension or retirement system. An increase in salary or wage level, by itself, shall not constitute a “benefit increase” unless 
that increase exceeds limitations provided by law. 

(b) No ordinance, resolution, rule, or other action of the governing body, or an appointee or employee of the governing body, of any unit of local government or school district that provides an emolument increase to an 
official or employee that has the effect of increasing the amount of the pension or annuity that an official or employee could receive as a member of a pension or retirement system shall be valid without the concurrence 
of three-fifths of the members of that governing body. For purposes of this subsection, the term “emolument increase” means the creation of a new or enhancement of an existing advantage, profit or gain that an official 
or employee receives by virtue of holding office or employment, including, but not limited to, compensated time off, bonuses, incentives, or other forms of compensation. An increase in salary or wage level, by itself, 
shall not constitute an “emolument increase” unless that increase exceeds limitations provided by law. 

(c) No action of the governing body, or an appointee or employee of the governing body, of any pension or retirement system created or maintained for the benefit of officers or employees of the State, any unit of local 
government or school district, or any agency or instrumentality thereof that results in a beneficial determination shall be valid without the concurrence of three-fifths of the members of that governing body. For the 
purposes of this subsection, the term “beneficial determination” means an interpretation or application of pension or other law by the governing body, or an appointee or employee of the governing body, that reverses or 
supersedes a previous interpretation or application and either (i) results in an increase in the amount of the pension or annuity received by a member of the pension or retirement system or (ii) results in a person becoming 
eligible to receive a pension or annuity from the pension or retirement system. The term “beneficial determination” shall not include a beneficial determination mandated by a final decision of a court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

(d) Nothing in this Section shall prevent the passage or adoption of any law, ordinance, resolution, rule, policy, or practice that further restricts the ability to provide a “benefit increase”, “emolument increase”, or “beneficial 
determination” as those terms are used under this Section. 

EXPLANATION 

The proposed amendment adds a section to the Illinois Constitution requiring a three-fifths majority vote to approve any pension or retirement benefit increase for public employees and officials. 

The proposed amendment requires a three-fifths vote of each chamber of the General Assembly (the Senate and the House of Representatives) for a bill that provides a pension benefit increase, except for appropriation bills. 
“Benefit increase” means a change to any pension or other law that results in a member of a pension or retirement system receiving a new benefit or an enhancement, including any changes that (i) increase the amount of 
a member’s pension, or (ii) reduce or eliminate the eligibility requirements or other terms or conditions a member must meet to receive a pension. It also means a change to any pension or other law that expands the class 
of persons who may become members of any pension or retirement system. An increase in salary or wage level, by itself, does not constitute a “benefit increase,” unless the increase exceeds limitations provided by law. 

The proposed amendment would also require a two-thirds vote for lawmakers to override a governor’s veto or accept a governor’s proposed changes in a rewrite of pension increase legislation. Currently, it takes a three-fifths 
vote to override a veto and only a simple majority to accept a governor’s changes. 

The proposed amendment requires approval of three-fifths of the members of the governing body of a unit of local government or school district for any ordinance, resolution, rule, or other action that provides an 
enhancement or emolument increase to an employee or officer that has the effect of increasing the pension of that employee or officer. “Emolument increase” means the creation of a new, or enhancement of an existing, 
advantage, profit, or gain that an official or employee receives by virtue of holding office or employment, which includes compensated time off, bonuses, incentives, or other forms of compensation. An increase in salary or 
wage level, by itself, does not constitute an “emolument increase,” unless the increase exceeds limitations provided by law. 

The proposed amendment requires approval of three-fifths of the members of the governing body of a pension or retirement system for any action that results in a “beneficial determination.” A “beneficial determination” is 
an interpretation or application of law that reverses or supersedes a previous decision if that interpretation or application (i) results in an increase in the overall amount of pension benefits received by a member or (ii) results 
in a person becoming eligible to receive a pension. “Beneficial detennination” does not include a final decision mandated by the courts. 

Voters that believe the Illinois Constitution should be amended to require a three-fifths majority vote to approve any pension or retirement benefit increase for public employees and officials should vote “YES” on the 
question. Three-fifths of those voting on the question, or a majority of those voting in the election, must vote “YES” in order for the amendment to become effective. Voters that believe the Illinois Constitution should not 
be amended to require a three-fifths majority vote to approve any pension or retirement benefit increase for public employees and officials should vote “NO” on the question. 

FORM OF BALLOT 

Proposed Amendment to the 1970 Illinois Constitution 

Explanation of Amendment 

Upon approval by the voters, the proposed amendment, which takes effect on January 9, 2013, adds a new section to the General Provisions Article of the Illinois Constitution. The new section would require a three-fifths 
majority vote of each chamber of the General Assembly, or the governing body of a unit of local government, school district, or pension or retirement system, in order to increase a benefit under any public pension or 
retirement system. At the general election to be held on November 6, 2012, you will be called upon to decide whether the proposed amendment should become part of the Illinois Constitution. 

If you believe the Illinois Constitution should be amended to require a three-fifths majority vote in order to increase a benefit under any public pension or retirement system, you should vote “YES” on the question. If you 
believe the Illinois Constitution should not be amended to require a three-fifths majority vote in order to increase a benefit under any public pension or retirement system, you should vote “NO” on the question. Three-fifths 
of those voting on the question or a majority of those voting in the election must vote “YES” in order for the amendment to become effective on January 9, 2013.

Is Jennifer Lawrence (“Winter’s Bone,” “The 
Hunger Games”) the best thing to happen to 
Holiywood in the past five years?

If you like homophobia and voice- 
overs, you’il love “F*ckload of Scotch 
Tape,” Chicago filmmaker Julian 
Grant’s sleazy rip-off of "Brick” and 
the genre that inspired it.

Benji (Graham Jenkins) tempts gay 
men and beats them up in pursuit 
of a friend who steals $50,000 from 
him. Eventually, of course, he sparks 
a relationship with a stripper. The 
only novel detail here is that Benji 
periodically sings along to brooding 
folk songs, which does nothing to 
endear or develop an anti-hero that 
hopefully wasn’t this unlikable in Jed 
Ayres’ graphic novel. 

Grant overstylizes whenever 
possible and makes Benji narrate 
everything, including what we can 
see for ourselves. (“Chuck wasn’t 
home,” he says inside a clearly empty 
house.) He’s constantly spouting 
faux-hard-boiled comments like, “It’s 
a [bleepl-class world, and I’m a world- 
class [bleep]” and “Vampires don’t 
have souls, and neither do I.” Neither 
does the movie, plodding noir 
imitation at its most unpleasant.
